Our Letters to them directed, oz by reaſon of their Offices, oz Tenures, oz otherwiſe, are to do any Service 
at the ſaid Day, oꝛ time of Our Cozonation That they do duly give their Attendance accordingly in all re⸗ 
ſpects Furniſhed and Appointed as to ſo Gꝛeat 1 Solemnity appertaineth, and anſwerable to the Dignities and 
Places Which every one of them reſpectively holdeth and enjoyeth; And of this, They oz any of them are not to 
fail, as they will anſwer the contrary at their Perils, unleſs upon ſpectal Reaſons by Pur Self, under Our
